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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102/103 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Mita et al„ U.S. patent # 4,507,469. 
Mita et al. describe a condensation-curable silyl-functional organic polymer composition 
comprising, in addition to the polymer, a multi-component catalyst system comprising a 
tin/lead carboxylate salt and one of an carboxylic acid compound, a base, or both 
(column 1 , lines 49-64). Exemplary salts, carboxylic acid, and bases are those outlined 
in column 2, lines 4-38. Silane-derivatized polyethers and polyesters are identified as 
favored embodiments of the organic polymer (column 3, lines 2-5). Relevant to claims 8 
and 10, 2-ethylhexanoic acid is contemplated as one permutation of the carboxylic acid. 

Concerning the relative amounts of the metal carboxylate and acid and/or base 
employed, it is appreciated that the reference advocates using the same amount of 
each, in terms of a weight contribution (as opposed to a molar contribution as is the 
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case in Applicant's claims), there being no express teaching that the molar quantity of 
the acid must be less than that of metal salt. Nevertheless, it is the Examiner's position 
that the skilled artisan would immediately envisage both those permutations of the 
invention where the molar quantity of the salt exceeds that of the acid, and vice-versa. 
At the very least, the Examiner submits that the claimed invention is rendered obvious 
by this disclosure. The Examiner anticipates that Applicant would argue that the 
invention cannot be held as obvious in view of their assertion in various places 
throughout the Specification that the adhesive properties are deleteriously affected 
where this limitation is not satisfied but the Examiner would respectfully disagree. 
There is only a single comparison offered that seems to lend credence to the 
Applicant's contention and this, in the Examiner's estimation, is not a sufficient showing 
of unexpected results. Indeed, the comparison could, instead, be merely illustrative that 
the raw amount of carboxylic acid is somehow important to the properties, as opposed 
to the relative amounts of acid-salt and acid. 

Double Patenting 

The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. A nonstatutory 
obviousness-type double patenting rejection is appropriate where the conflicting claims 
are not identical, but at least one examined application claim is not patentably distinct 
from the reference claim(s) because the examined application claim is either anticipated 
by, or would have been obvious over, the reference claim(s). See, e.g., In re Berg, 140 
F.3d 1428, 46 USPQ2d 1226 (Fed. Cir. 1998); In re Goodman, 11 F.3d 1046, 29 
USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 
1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 1982); In re Vogel, 422 
F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970); and In re Thorington, 418 F.2d 528, 163 
USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 
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A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .321 (c) or 1 .321 (d) 
may be used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory 
double patenting ground provided the conflicting application or patent either is shown to 
be commonly owned with this application, or claims an invention made as a result of 
activities undertaken within the scope of a joint research agreement. 

Effective January 1 , 1994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a 
terminal disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 
37 CFR 3.73(b). 

Claims 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, 12, and 17 are provisionally rejected on the ground of 
nonstatutory double patenting over claims 1,7-11, and 13 of copending Application No. 
1 1/097,509. This is a provisional double patenting rejection since the conflicting claims 
have not yet been patented. 

The subject matter claimed in the instant application is fully disclosed in the 
referenced copending application and would be covered by any patent granted on that 
copending application since the referenced copending application and the instant 
application are claiming common subject matter. The present claims are even broader 
in scope than are those of the co-pending application and, indeed, embrace completely 
the limitations of the co-pending claims. 



The related ISA publication also cites JP 5-39428 as being germane to all of the 
claims. While the Examiner agrees with this position, the reference appears to teach no 
more of the claimed invention than does Mita et al. and, hence, a formal rejection over 
this reference is avoided for brevity. U.S. Patent Nos. 4,657,978 and 5„26,81 1 are 
cited as being of interest for their disclosure of organic acids being used in combination 
with metal salts in the confines of a condensation-curable polymer system. However, a 
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phosphoric acid is combined with a metal carboxylate in the former and a carboxylic 
acid is used with a metal carbonate/bicarbonate in the latter.
